Youth Jumps Into Take to Re- 
cover Boat Oar and Sinks 
From Sight 





Body of Billie Frost, 14 year 
old Etiwanda youth, was recov- 
ered from Big Bear lake at 7 
o'clock this morning. 

Discovery of the body ended 
a search that began Sunday aft- 
ernoon, immediately after the 
popular vouth slipped out of 
sight while swimming for an oar 
to a boat on the lake. His 
drowning brought to a very dra- 
matic climax a happy party of 
Etiwanda relatives and friends 
Sunday. 

Details of discovery of his 
body were not available in Up- 
Jand up until late this afternvon. 
Representative of J. B. Draper 
& Co. was notified of the body 
having been found and asked to 
go to the mountain resort after 
the remains. 

Jchn Frost, father of the 
youth, is reported to have en- 
gaged a ‘professional diver from 
San Pedro to aid a score of of- 
ficers and friends tn searching 
for the body. During late Sun- 
day evening and all day Monday 
the lake was dragged unsuccess- 
fully. 

Billie and hig friend, Davi 
Donnelly, son of, Judge and Mrs. 
Thomas Donnelly of Etiwanda, 
went for a boat ride on the 
smooth waters of the lake early 
Sunday afternoon. Soon after- 
wards a heavy wind whipped up 
‘gn waves and the boys rowea 
for shore. Billie dropped his oar 
into the waters. In an effort to 
recover it, it is believed, he dove 
into the lake. Becoming ¢x- 
hausted in battling the waves 
he sank from sight. 

Several Etiwanda families had 
gone to the resort for the day, 
their headquarters being in the 
cabin of Mr. and Mrs. John Scott, 
uncle and aunt of the drowned 
youth. Mother of the youth is 
an active member of the Upland 
Woman's club, and both Mr. and 
Mrs. Frost are widely known 
here. Mr. Scott is deputy as- 
sessor for this district and he 
and Mrs. Scott also being active 
in Upland. \ 

Funeral services for the’ youth 
will be held at 3:45 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon in the Ontario chap- 
el of J. B. Draper & Co.

County Ordinance Sought To 
Require All to Sign

All ex-convicts in San Bernar- 
dino county will have to register 


| with the sheriff if a proposed ordi- 


nance before the county board of 
supervisors is approved. 

Sheriff Emmett L. Shay yester- 
day asked the board to adopt an 
ordinance requiring all former 
convicts to register with him 48 
hours after arriving in the county. 
The proposed law is similar to one 
now in effect in Los Angeles 
county. 

Records show, the sheriff said, 
that a major part of the crimes 
are committed by ex-convicts and 
he believes that law enforcing 
agencies should be permitted to 
keep in touch with them. 

“We will place no barrier in the 
way of an ex-convict desiring to 
rehabilitate himself,’ the sheriff 
said. “That is something in which 
we are only too glad to assist.”
